ARRL OPPOSITION 


ARRL has now filed strong 
opposition with FCC concerning 
the proposal to raise license 
fees, Docket 19658. The 
document points to drops in 
numbers of licensees as a result 
of the 1964 and 1970 fee actions. 

Further, it requests more 
services to the amateur, in- 
cluding automatic mailing of 
license renewal forms; free 
retesting after a _ failed 
examination and more frequent 
examinations at more 
numerous locations, in 
justification of present fee 
levels.

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GUEST EDITORIAL

The ‘mailing list’ put out by the FCC recently produced an in- 
teresting catalogue from Henshaw’s in Kansas City, Mo. 

Fifty eight of its 60 pages (including covers) profusely illustrates 
major brand transceivers, antenna station accessories, hardware, 
etc. It is a complete shopping guide for legal and illegal CB 
operator. 

Almost two dozen (22 to be exact) linear amplifiers with up to 500 
watts output power on AM, or 1800 watts p.e.p. SSB are pictured 
and described, most of them containing the words ‘‘illegal on 
citizens band” or words with similar meaning. Three of the linears 
appear on one page with no mention on that page that they are 
illegal on Citizens Band. One does mention near the middle of the 
specifications that it was designed specifically for that manufac- 
turer’s Business Band equipment. I have never seen any Business 
Band equipment. I have never seen any Browning Business Band 
equipment, but judging from the pictures it is styled very similar to 
their CB equipment. 

Remember the transceiver that Swan developed and put on the 
market a few years ago? As I remember, the hams howled so 
loudly that the unit was quickly withdrawn from Swan’s ad- 
vertising. Page 11 of Henshaw’s catalogue features a 10 meter, 260 
watt SSB transceiver that incorporates on 11 meter CB receiver. 
Although the dial, knobs, markings, and paint scheme appear the 
same as Swan equipment, this is really a Siltronix 1011B. 

Another page advertises four accessory variable frequency 
oscillators that can be used with a number of transceivers. One 
maker does say his unit is intended for receiver use. 

Rohn is building a ‘‘CB Tower’’ that ‘‘can go to 35 feet above such 
(house) bracket”’ or ‘‘under most guyed conditions’’—200 feet. Not 
to be outdone, Ascom has 30 to50 foot towers. 

Many people, of many interests, from many walks of life, chafe 
at how our government overregulates or overpolicies our everyday 
activities. As long as there are unscrupulous, or immoral, or—(you 
supply the adjective) persons among us, there will be a continuing 
need for regulations and policing.

LEAKY R.F.? 


It was only recently that 
shielded meters became 
standard equipment in small 
transmitters and other gear. 
You might put in hours TVI 
proofing your equipment, only 
to have RF escape out of the 
meter holes — that’s how RF is 
getting past your low pass filter. 

Shield your meter with 
aluminum foil. Coil dope, 
household cement or Scotch 
tape will hold the foil in place. 
Carefully cut holes in the foil to 
pass the terminals and in your 
final wrapping of the body of the 
meter, leave enough of a skirt to 
line the back of the meter bezel. 
Also be sure some corner or tab 
of the foil is left over to go under 
one of the mounting screws 
(and washer) and make sure 
you have a good ground. Now 
your troubles should be less- 
ened. Sand or scrape the paint 
on the panel to insure good 
grounding contacts.

WATER HYACINTHS AND FM 
REPEATERS. You may say ‘‘what 
strange bed-fellows’’—yet there is a 
Similarity in that hyacinths clog up our 
creeks, rivers and lakes by their rapid 
formation of dense masses, and, likewise, 
too many FM repeate sina given local rea 
may result in clogging-up our available 
frequencies. Of late, this is becoming 
apparent with the ever-increasing num- 
bers of so-called ‘‘private repeaters’’ 
being ‘‘aired’’! In time, if this condition is 
not sensibly managed, as to the number of 
repeaters in one (same) coverage area— 
then the destructive results will be ex- 
perienced, thus defeating the very helpful 
range-extension of our mobile amateurs, 
which was the real reason for having FM 
repeaters originally! So, let’s not have the 


“water-hyacinth”’ effect destroy our FM- 
repeater advantages. Yes, let’s be con- 
siderate of other amateurs, especially if 
your group is planning another “‘private’”’ 
repeater in an already ‘‘covered’’ area. 
Repeaters have ‘“‘ravenous’’ appetites for 
gulping up especially the late trend for at 
least two access frequencies, etc. Some 
FM’ers still like to communicate ‘‘direct- 
simplex’’! ‘Nuff sed! 

6 Mtr. AM, SSB & CW. The recurring 
question, ‘“‘Where’s everyone who used to 
be on Six”? Yes, this band seems quite 
dead at times—even to the necessity of 
coordinating a QSO by use of “‘land-line’’, 
etc. Many former 6 Mtr. amateurs have 
discovered the wonders of 2-FM. Those 
heard during normal working or school 
and college hours are mostly retirees— 
your Scribe is a member of this category! 
While currently “‘smitten’’ with } FM—we

After a lapse of too many years, the 
Dade Emergency Net has been reac- 
tivated in the Miami area, for the purpose 
of training VHF radio operators in traffic 
handling procedure. The net is sponsored 
by the Dade County AREC planning 
committee. 

The net meets each Wednesday evening 
on 146.940 mHz, FM, at 8:00 p.m., local 
time. Net control stations include the 
American Red Cross station K4IWT, the 
weather bureau station K4JVA-4 (spon- 
sored by the South Miami Radio Club), the 
Homestead CD shelter station WB4JPZ, 

and various individual operators in the 
Dade County area. 

It is requested that all 2-meter FM 
operators in the Dade County area check 
into the DEN as often as possible. The 
AREC planning committee’s goal is a 
strong, trained, active group of operators 
available for community assistance when 
needed. With the hurricane season nearly 
upon us all, the need for communications 
training by all is most important. 

The results of the first month of 
operation of the DEN has shown that all 
operators need omni-directional antennas 
for non-repeatered net operations. It has 
been proven that good high beam antennas 
just do not give the community coverage 
that a ground plane antenna does. Tests 
with ground-plane antennas have shown 
that adequate community coverage is 
possible. 


TROPICAL PHONE 
TRAFFIC NET 
By Dave, WB4WHK 

With the summer conditions coming 
nearer every day, some consideration 
must be given to net time. As you know, 
daylight savings time was effective April 
29 and almost every net in Florida is 
changing its meeting time. I discussed the 
time change with the manager of the FAST 
net, Woody K4SCL. We decided that it 
would be best for the nets to keep the local 
lime but to move back one hour GMT 
(from 2200 to 2100). The TPTN then started 
its April 30 session at 5 p.m. with terrible 
propagation. The net members decided on 
2120 GMT as a meeting time since there is 
a considerable difference in propagation 
between 2100 and 2120 and 40 minutes 
should be satisfactory in routing all traffic 
since the average net time is near 38 
minutes. So far, we have had no major 
problems, and we are sure that the mere 20 
minutes will make a big difference in 
readability.

Amateur stations in space, 
such as Oscar 6, operate under 
the regular amateur rules, 
except that certain 
requirements difficult or im- 
possible to meet are waived by 
the Federal Communications 
Commission. Up to now such 
waivers had required the vote of 
the seven commissioners in 
formal session. In an order 
released March 26, however, 
the Commission has delegated 
to its Safety and Special Radio 
Services Bureau authority to 
grant waivers to amateur space 
stations onrules dealing with 
location, authorized emission, 
control identification, logging 
and operator privileges.

First order of business for this 
month is to list a change to the 
frequency I reported to you last 
month. The new frequency we 
will move to on 16 June is 4593.5 
Upper side band. The audio will 
be on the same frequency, just 
the carrier will be shifted. It 
works like this: If you put your 
carrier (suppressed, I hope) on 
4593.5, and transmit upper 
sideband, your audio will be 1% 
KHZ above the carrier on 
4595KHZ. If you put the carrier 
on 4596.5 and transmit on lower 
sideband, the audio is still on 
4595KHZ 1% KHZ below the 
carrier. I assume the Air Force 
wants to keep the carrier fur- 
ther away from someone else 
above our frequency, this being 
the reason for the change. 
Anyway, keep this in mind when 


“you order your new crystal. 


Our traffic manager, AFC4D- 
TY, Doc Ackerman, has put out 
a call for volunteers as NCS and 
NM for the new system when it 
is implemented, anyone _in- 
terested please contact him. 
I’m not sure what the duties 
entail entirely, however, some 
conjecture I have heard in- 
cluded the possibility that more 
than one NCS will be needed 
each night, with the utilizing of 
more than one frequency 
simultaneously. As I’m not so 
certain there are many stations 
with the capability of tran- 
smitting on two frequencies at 
the same time, the obvious 
solution is two net controls. As 
you know, we have 9 States and 
region has 10 or 11, quite a 
ponderous net could result with 
just 5 or 6 members from each 
State checking in. Then if you 
add the base stations and 
transcon agents, you have well 
over 100 people on frequency. It 
may well be, we will have to 
limit who checks in each night.
